Nichevo’s reference, the other 
day, to the military interlude in the 
life of Mr. Stephen Gwynn tempts 
an old soldier into print. “ Stephen 
Gwynn,” he writes. “ went gh 
a fairly tough apprenticeship in t 
ranks before attaining a commis- 
sion.
